On a close 44-42 vote, the Senate

B y the end of Ju ly the House Ways 


and Means Committee expects to vote 
out a t&x-reform package affecting a 
whole range of business and personal 
tax deductions. 
Although most of the attention has 


focused on tax setters for the wealthy 
and loopholes for big business, the 
package also Includes a number of 
Items that will hit the middle-class 
taxpayer who itemizes deductions 


The goal is tax simplification. The 


committee wants to remove much of 
the incentive for Itemizing, and give 
taxpayers larger blanket deductions 
instead. For most taxpayers, that 
would about balance out, but individ­ 
uals may end up paying a little more 
or a little less depending on what kind 
of deductions they have been accus­ 
tomed to taking 


Journals and uniforms 


Here are some of the current deduc­ 
tions that would be taken away: 
• Professional 
expenses 
Cur­ 
rently such items as professional or 
investment journals, newspapers, or 
nurses' uniforms are deductible I n- 
der the proposed bill, the first $200 of 
such expenses would not be deduc­ 
tible 


• Business use of home: Gener­ 
ally, writing off a room in one s home 
as an office w ill not be allowed 
hereafter except for a self-employed 
person or one whose company re­ 
quires him to use it as a condition of 
his employment. Working at home for 
convenience rather than at the office 
won’t count. 


• Business 
conventions 
abroad 


Writing off a trip to Spain to attend a 
business convention or educational 
seminar will be tightened up. It will 
not be deductible unless there is a 
solid reason the meeting has to be 
held abroad Instead of in the United 
States. B ar or dental association 
conventions held in London or J a ­ 
maica just because those are nice 
places won’t give you a deduction. 
• Sick p ay: The deduction for pay 


received while one is ill would be 
knocked out. 
• State gasoline taxes: Deduction 


eliminated 
• The 
$100 dividend 
exclusion:

• Retirement income credit: Con­ 
verted to a tax credit for the elderly, 
available to all taxpayers over BS 
regardless of whether they have re­ 
tirement income or earned income 
The maximum amount on which the 
credit is computed is increased.

His wife, a fo rm e r lunchroom 
supervisor in Corpus Christi public schools, 
shared She janitorial duties at Jarrell. 
I accepted the job as a service to the 
com m unity,” Carson added. 
He then testified that he and his wife 
started work on M arch I, 1973. On M arch 
14, 1974, Ja rre ll School principal U, G.
